First we 
havo the Lord Chancellor, the old- 
eat member of the Cabinet and the 
moat exalted, advocating the in- 
fitetion of the extreme penalty of 
tho Iaw on all those who disagree 
with views that he expresses with 
n violence rorely equalled by hold- 
ers of his auguat office, then we 
‘ have the unprecedented spectacle 
of Junior Ministers demanding the 
hends of their Seniors as a condi- 
tion of their continued adherence. 
These are strange portents and 
although they may be soon forgot- 
ten, so rapidly do events of import- 
ance now succced one another, it 
may nevertheless be well to pause 
and consider what are the cnuaes 
that produce such remarkable ef- 
fects. 


Feeling 
Running 


In the first place it must be ad- 
mitted that political feeling is run- 
ning high and that it Is not rin- 
ning in normal party channels. A 
Lord Chancellor—even one com- 
pletely lacking in political expert- 

* ence—does not lightly declare that 
people should be shot or hanged 

- for offences which have never 
figured in the criminal code of any 
civilised country. Nor do young 
Ministers with their futures be- 
fore them take their political lives 
in their hands and risk the last- 
ing hostility of some, of their 
senior colleagues unless they are 
‘convinced that there Is something 
at atuke of far greater importance 
than political promotion.

The position of a Junior Minis- 
ter in the British. parliamentary 
syatem is a difficult one. Except 
in very rare cascs he is not con- 
sulted at all about the direction 
of policy, for which he bears some 
share of responaibility. He can- 
not apeak in the House of Com- 
mons except on the affairs of his 
own Department and ao forfeits 
the opportunity of improving his 
skill in debate, If he has doubts 
or seeks information he. cannot, 
like 9 private member, pul down.a 
question, and yet when he speaks 
to his constituents-he has to watch 
his remarks as carefully a& a Ca- 
binet Minister for fear of a ques- 
tion from the Opposition as to 
whether what he has said repre:

Majesty's Government.

A remarkable human 
document, received by a 
Hong Kong resident from 
a Jewish refugee from the 
German pogrom, now in 
Paris, is appended. ; 

It tolls a grim story of the 
November pogrom, although names 
have been oliminated, individuals 
boing designated by letters of the 
alphabet. 

-Tho letter reads: 

Dear... é 

1 still feol as if 1 were 
{na bad dream, which hag changed 
now to a good dream, sitting here 
in a cafe in Paris, becnuse‘every- 
thing happened so quickly, From 
here, 1 can at least tell you the 
truth, ag it was imoossible to write 
from that hell. as 

Your worries about us were only 
too justificd, as we went through 
a terrible ordeal, During the night 
of the 9th-l0th a ragular pogrom 
took place, beginning at exactly 3 
_am, Everything had been organis- 
ed ta perfection. The day before a 
roll en] wan held and the different 
party were assigned to the 8. A. 
and ‘S. S. men, who were to dis- 
yulse themselves as ordinary civl- 
Jians. Iam not sure whether lam 
able to describe everything to you 
in detail, as every Jowish family 
had to live their own tragedy. 

At 3 a.m, we were awakened by 
o- loud and persistent ringing of 
the front doorbell. We all agreed 
not to open the door, About ten or 
fifteen men broke down the door 
and then that‘of the flat, We 

. screamed for help ‘and hid our- 
selves, after having locked the 
door of the room. But all in vain. 
They broke through this door too 
and dragged A into the bathroom, 
where he was terribly beaten, 
kicked and his nose broken, until 
he was lying on the floor covered 
with blood. : 

Papa in spite of his 76 ycars 
jumped from the first floor onto 
the balcony of the flat below, for- 
tunately without injuring — himn- 


self. 
“Only then’ did the official “Ges- 
‘tapo” appear, pretending to res- 
tore order, but letting those scoun- 
drels go free, but taking us at once 
into “protective custody.” At the 
prison were alt the Jews who had 
survived the pogrom, everyone re- 
counting his experiences. Among 
the worat was B (who is on you 
know over 70 years old and half 
blind), who, together with his wife, 
was thrown into tho river, and C. 
who, dressed only in a night shirt, 
was found beaten nearly to death 
in agurden, D, had fled only In his 
night gown, up onto tho roof, He 
got a kick in hia kidneys which 
will keep him in bed for several: 
weeks. E. was kicked in the mouth 
and has a spt lip and broken 
teeth, : 

At least we.saw that we in pri- 
son had not only escaped with our 
lives but would recover fully aftor 
some time. So we calmed down a 
little in our cell, until we got the 
first news about everything that 
had taken place (through our 
wardens, who wero very friendly 
and sympathetic), news that mado. 
our hair stand on end, It has been 
frightful. At first we -heard only 
talk fn’ general about deaths and 
critically wounded; then came the 
horrible details, : 

The murderers forcibly entered 
F’s flat where in the presence of 
the young wife and their 6 year 
old daughter the husband was 
knifed to death. To our cousin G. 
living In the ‘same | house on the 
second floor they did the same, F's 
death was instantaneous, but G. 

could: probably have been saved, 
but hia wife was prevented from 
calling a doctor, and he bled to 
_ death, ee 


THE WOMEN WERE 
UNHARMED

Our' religious organisation (the 
Kultusgemeinde) has been dis- 
solved and all (he money confiscat- 
ed, the Synagogue in M. Street de- 
molished, and the last two Jewish 
shops (N's and that of blind O) 
Inoted to the last pin.

And is this 

not the moment when all who care 
for Spain should attempt it? Of 

course, the Interest of Great Bri- 

tain lies in the settlement by 
agreement of this hideous civil 
war. It has oven become a major 
intorest of the British Empire, Not 

only is the Spanish quarrel a hot 

stovo near a powder magazine, but 

British political action would be- 

come more coherent once the ad- 

herence of classes and parties to 

one side or the other in Spain had 

passed away. Tho bulk of the Con- 

servatives admire General Franco, 

all the forces of the Left are ar- 

dent for the Republic. Tho dif- 

ference betweon the Duchess of 

Atholl ‘and the Scotch Torics 

around Perth began about Spain. 

. The dominant element in ‘those 
parts regarded her vehement sym- 

pathy for the Spanish government 

as,a proof that she was. almost 

ready to carry Bolshevism into 

Britain, to confiscate their pro- 

perty, pollute their churches and, 

if necessary, cut their throats. 

Nothing has more remarkably 

strengthened the Primo Minister's 

hold upon well-to-do society then 

the belief thut he is friendly to 


General Franco and the Nation- - 


alist cause in Spain, 


But these sentiments on cithor 
sido may be pushed beyond the 
bounds of British interest. It 
would seem that to-day the British 


Empire would ran far less risk 
from the victory of the Spanish 
_ Government than from that of 
General Franco. I have always 
been: deterred from espousing the 
cause of either side in Spain by 
the drend, of what, would happen 
to whichever side was vanquished. 
The spectacle of either a Franco- 
. Spain or a Negrin-Spain with the 
Leaten half of the Spanish nation 
trampled underfoot, has always 
- seemed to me so datk and cruel 
that, not being a Spaniard, I will 
not become a partisan. But it must 
be admitted that, if at this mo- 
ment the Spanish government were 
victorious, they, would ‘be so an- 
xious to live -on friendly terms 
with Great - Britain, they would 
find so much sympathy among the 
British people for them, that we 
should probably be able to dis- 
sunde them from the vengeance 
which would have attended their 
triumph earlier in the struggle. On 
the other hand, if Franco won, his 
Nazi backers would drive him to 
the same kind of brutal suppres- 
sions as are practised in the totali- 
tarian atates. The victory of the 
Spanish Republicians would there- 
fore not only be a strategic 
security for British Imperial com- 
munications threugh the Meditor- 
ranean, but gentler and reconcil- 
ing forces would play a larger 
part, Britain would have great in- 
fluence with the Spanish Republic.

I also play cric- 
ket, and with these two accom- 
plishments, I should be able to get 
along quite handsomely any- 
where,” - 

Subsequent events reveal that he 
did get along well—so well in fact 
that in Jess than five years he had 


.pachfeved the reputation of being 


the sharpest lawyer, the most con- 
summate schemer, and the most 
indefatigable politician in the 
annale of the community. By the 
time he had been here ten years, 
the public at large wished that it 
had never laid eyes on him in-the 
first place; for the man was Wil- 
liam: “Thomas Bridges, Doctor of 
Civil Law, and his career in the 
Colony had much to do with the 
infamy and notoriety which it so 
unfortunately gained at that 
period. | 


MISSIONARY 
DESIRE. 


William Thomas Bridges was 
born in England about the year 
1822, and wns educated at Oxford 
University. Very little is known 
of his academic career, but he 
seems to have been a fair student, 
and was admitted to the Bar of 
the Middle Temple shortly before 
hig visit to Hong Kong. He had 
apparently. carly decided . upon 
coming out to the East, impelled, 
as he afterwards explained, “by 
a missionary desire to spread the: 
gospel of cricket to the benighted 
citizéna of Her Majesty's newest 
colonial possession—Hong Kong.” 

n April 15, 1851—almost a 
month to a day after his arrival in 
-the. Colony—he 
the practice of Iaw in the Supreme 
Court. That date, April 15, in- 
ecidentally was one which was to, 
loom large in his local career; for, 
on that day exactly ten years later, 
he departed -from these shorcs 
without leaving his future address. 
But that is getting ahead of the 
story. 

Mr. Bridges came at a most op- 
portune time for the opening of a 
legal practice; for the only other 
Barrister in the Colony was Mr.’ 
Paul Ivy Sterling,.-the Attorney 
General, a man whom, to say the 
least, was not generally esteemed 
for cither forensic powers or 
ability. as a lawyer, Mr. Bridges 
not only made up his mind to gain a 
foothold in his chosen avucation; 
but also exhibited a selfish deter- 
mination to bring the subordinate. 
branch of the legal profession into 
subjection, a determination in 
which he succeeded so well as to 
drive, with the exception of a 
necessary Crown Solicitor, every

Tho youth of Hong Kong 
however, were delighted with the 
way the brisk young Iawyer just 
out from Home played cricket; for 
it was perhaps to him that we have 
the introduction of the game into 
the Far East, He was also instru- 
mental in securing for the com- .

event which waa described in the 
locn} press of that day in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“We are lad to learn that at the

Mr. Bridges had been in Hong 
Kong hardly cleyen. months when 
he found himself elevated to the 
post of Attorncy General in the 
place of Mr. Sterling who was tem- 
porarily promoted to the Bench on 
Chief-Justice Hulme’s departure 
for England. This post he held for 
just a year, and when Mr. Sterling 


went Home on leave in February | 


1854, he was again appointed At- 
torney General, and remained in 
that position until January 1856, 
when, news arriving of the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Thomas Chis- 
holm Anstey, he hastily resigned 
and went to England, with the in- 
tention, as it afterwards trans- 
pired, “of making use of the know- 
ledge which he had: obtamed of 
some of the public men {n the Co- 
lonial Service to make his own 
terms with Downing Strect.” 


DEPARTURE. 


His: private practice, too, had 


-been most lucrative, and this fact 


was naturally enough recalled on 
the‘occasion of his sudden depar- 
ture. One newspaper, the Friend 
of Chinn commented as follows: 

“. . . . The sole enjoyment for 
years of a practice which, within 
the past year has been participat- 
ed in by four Counsellors, and a 
judicious sduvestment — of. spare 
funds, have given Mr. Bridges the 
reputation of being a wealthy-man. 
The fortune acquired in so short 
a time, however, will not be great- 
er than the exigencies of the cli- 
mate have deserved.” 

Mr. Bridges had obviously deter- 
mined to cash in to the full on his 
trip; for he succeeded in securing 
in a remarkably short time the de- 
greo of D. C. L. from his Alba 
Mater. Armed with this degree 
(and something more than three 
sovereigns in his pocket) he ro- 
turned to Hong Kong. Here, he was 
almost immediately appointed to 
fill the offlee pf Colonial Secretary 
in succession’ to Mr, William 
Thomas Mercer, who was proceed- 
ing Home on leave of absence. It 
is stated that this nomination was 
due to the fact that the two men 


ford, and their personal attach- 
ment had been renewed after Mr. 
Bridges’ arrival in the East, Necd- 
less to say, the appointment was 
regarded os. sensational, and did 
not meet with the approval of the 
community as a whole. Mr. (now 
Dr.). Bridges had already been 
proved too sharp in his legal prac- 
tlee to admit of his being regard- 
ed with much real respect from 
the public.

They were of 
such size that they became at onee 
the subject, of comment, especial- 
ly so when it was learned how 
bluntly the doctor advertised him- 
self to his Chinese clientele, as 
the following translation of his 
vernacular sign attests:

» vothing mysterious about 
his figure, Deliberately he stands 
forth in the light oof the day, 
permitting the newsmen to take 
his picture even in prayer, ale 
lowing the installation of micro- 
phones to broadcast the mass 
which he is celebrating. 


Pope Pius iy considered asx a 


- “modern” Pope in regard to the 


technical and scientific discov. 
vries of twentieth century civil- 
isation. He, has not hesitated to 
ride in an automobile, and he 
voiced no objection to the intro- 
duction of baseball on the play- 
grounds of the Vatican. But in 
his spiritual attitude he has re- 
mained the stern timeless — con- 
servator of the belief in Jesus 
Christ, condemning vigorous 
y attempts made to destroy or 
weaken Christian morality and 
Christian fundamentals. 


Among the books he has put 
on the fadec tihrortme prohibit: 
eum are the works of such 
authors as Anatole France. The 
words he has found for the 
“loose” and “indecent” produc- 
tions of the motion picture in- 


dustry are severe condemnations, - 


He scored the “shameless —im- 
modesty of dress of too many 
modern women which results in 
insults tu the eyes of God und is 
cuuse for temptation or dis- 
gust in the eyes of the world.” 
He called birth control “shame- 
ful and intrinsically vicious,” 
and companionate marriages 
“hateful abominations which re- 
duce our truly cultured natures 
fo the barbarous standards of 
savage people.” 


But his attitude toward — the 
morals of people has drawn 
far less attention than have his 
political activities, In fact, Pius 
js a diplomatic Pope par excel- 
lence. In strong contrast — to 
silent Benedict XV whom he suc- 
ceeded on the papal throne 16 
years ayo, Pius has displayed 
tremendous political progress, 


In February, 1929, much to 
the satisfaction of’ Pius and 
millions of Roman Catholics all 
over the world, the Italian Con- 
cordat was. signed. «The Pope 
was acknowledged.as afree and 
independent sovereign, govern- 
ing his own state without any in- 
terference from the surrounding 
Italian kingdom! ’ 


Pope Pius as a political por- 
sonality has also became known 
to the world through his anta- 


. wonism toward Fascism and Na- 
‘tional Socialism, His statements 
about: Mussolini's and Hitler's 
doctrines, ever vated thiough- 
out the last years, have “become 
the most powerful spiritual and 
moral support to defenders — of 
democracy, “Man is ‘not | and 
never can be a means, He is the 
end—not, of course, the ultimate, 
supreme end whieh is God, but 
in the creation man is really the 
end and centre about whiel 

ything is organised, There- 

neither the concepts of 

race nor those of the state should 

supercede that of man as the 
end” * 


Next to communism, the “oxy 
ayyerated nationalism” of | las. 
cism seems to him the most dan- 
serous threat to religion. Re- 
ferring to the modern conception 
.of the Faehrer he warned — that 
anyone who attempted to replace 
God as the supreme being would 
be regarded “a senseless prophet 
of absurdity.” ~ 


When Hitler came this year 
to visit Mussolini, the age-weary 
Pope, in detlance, left Rome with 
the bitter words, ‘The hooked 
cross (the swastika) is certain- 
ly not Christ's cross.” . 


Heavy worries about Kurope’s 
troubled situation (“a hell of 
contradictions and contrast”) 
frequently drove tears of char- 
gin into the sharp, scholarly eyes 


of the Pope, while, with falter-- 


ing voice, he was making a new 
appeal to “all those who believe 
in God to resist the furious at- 
tacks of the Godless.” Broadeasts 
and papal circulars carry his 
thoughts and decisions regularly 
into a listening world. 


Thousands of pilgrims see a 
busy Pope every week. But the 
man behind the name “Piu

ACK during the winter of 
1920-21 n young womin waa 
placed in an oak-paneled room of 
an old office building in’ New 
York. She stayed in that room 
for six months, alone, living with 
stacks of novels, coming out only 
for meals and eleep and now and 
then a breath of fresh air. Final- 
ly, nround spring, about the time 
‘Mr. Harding took his outh, Miss 
Amita Fairgrieve opened her door 
and stepped out with the miyra- 
zine she had been told to develop, 


It was built around one of the 


favourite four-letter words of the 
English race and was in casence 
u combination of that word, love, 
with a twenty-five-year-old 
lishing term, pulp. “Miss FF 
grieve's Love Story Maugtzine, 
dated May, 1921, wag the first love 
pulp in history, It began as a 
quarterly, changed quickly to a 
semi-monthly, and then became a 
weekly, It has jhad dozens of 
imitators, and to-day leads a field 
of cighteen mayazines which sell 
more than three million copies a 
month, 


The love pulps are among those 
hardy, violently coloured Pperen- 
nials which form the background 
of most newsstands. The covers 
displaying sheriffs with guns ex+ 
ploding in: both hands, . Oriental 
Killers with rattailed mustachios 
and dripping daggers, gangsters 
being plugged in the very nick— 
these are the wood pulps for men. 

Tho stigma of.“pulp” has bee 
come attached to magazines on 
the lowest grade of newsprint, 
paper too rough for half-tones. 
Since literary magazines with no 
need of illustrations are somes 
times printed on rough paper, the 
term “pulp” is not altogether ac- 
curate, Some pulp editars resent. 


it. They prefer such terms oa" 


“all fiction” or, simply, “action! 
or “love” books, The pulp differs 
from other magazines also be- 
Cause of its standardised seven- 
by-ten-inches format, because it 
prints only one type of story and, 
Paradoxically enough, because 
more than any other type of ma- 


Razine it succeeds or fails by rea- - 


son of what it prints. Literary 
magazines are supported by ad- 
vertising, and subsidies; big-cir- 
culation illustrated magazines 
are, if they succeed, triumphs 
chiefly of advertising and special 


Promotion devices; but when the ° 


pulp gets by, it is by giving the 
reader what he or she wants. 

Especially is this true of the 
love pulp. Rin through any one of 
them and you will find in 128 
pages less than a dozen devoted. 
to advertising. In any case, 
the advertising appeal. to the: 
female pulp reader is amall in- 
deed, and little effort is made to 
stir her buying instincts, Sho has 
no money to spend. The most pro- 
fitable appeal is a glittering dis- 
play of cheap jewellery (engage- 
ment and wedding-ring Queen of 
Love Bridal Ensemble, exquisite- 
ly matched, thirty ‘dollars, one 
dollar down) which she can show 
her boy friend, 

Born in 1921, the love pulp had 


‘its origin in tho Iavonder-acented 


litorary mists: of tho 1870's. In 
thoso days.the maidon dream of 
love was sold to our clinging fem- 
alo ancestors in tho Pages of 
papor-backed books and of waekly 
newspapers, The transition from 
novel to magazine was largely the 
result of a law passed in 1897,

{ssued at stated intervals . . 

and bear a date of issue and bo 
numbered consecutively. . . . It 
muat be formed of printed sheets, 
without board, cloth, leathor or.

other substantial binding, such as 
distinguishes printed books for 
preservation from periodical pub- 
ications," To enjoy low postage 
bills, the cheap novel widened, 
‘lengthened, used amaller type, 


.and emerged ag a pulp magazine, 


The leaders in these moves were 
Frank Munscy and F. EL Black 
well of Street & Smith—the house 
which in 1921 pul Miss Pairgrieve 
into that oak-paneled room, Be- 
fore then some of the pulps had 
occasionally run love stories, but 
she’ was the first person to put a 
love pulp to press. 

In 1985 Street & Smith awitched 
distributors ; they took | their 
books, including Love Story, from 
the Independents and put them 
in the hands‘of the American 
News Company. So the Indepen- 
dents went to a publisher by the 
name of A.A, Wyn who promiged 
them a love pulp, Several days 


* later he hit upon the title Love 


Fiction M nthly, and a week later 
the book was’ headed for the 
presses, i 

In 1936 the love-pulp field hit 
a apecial little boom of its own. 
Popular Publications, another 


. young house, under the editorial 


guidance of Harry Steeger, felt 
the call and hired Jang Littell, a 
auccensful love-pulp writer, to 
edit Love Book Magazine, which 
Sold at once and fs atill selling, 
Meanwhile _Munscy publications 
had turned thelr ‘general pulp, All 
Story ‘Magazine, into a. love pulp 
with.the samo plonecring Amita 
Fairgrievo an editor, (Sho had left 
Love Story in 1928 to edit Cupid's 
Diary, now Sweetheart Stories.) 
These four. magazines, Love 
Story, All Story, Love.Book, and 
Love Fiction: Monthly aro the 
leaders in the fieid to-day.

of a sudden success to keep it 
dark—until he hag a jump in the 
field. So tight has: been this cen- 
sorship at times that even the 
editors of the Migazines don’t 
know their own sales figures, 
Daisy Bacon, editor of Love Story, 
at one time regularly learned her 
weekly circulation at a cocktail 
party attended by the representa- 
tive of a distributing company, 
Another editor learns her circula- 
tion by figuring one thousand to 
every seven letters from readers. 
Roy Barnhill, manager of rk New 
York agency for pulp advertising 


_ Space, reports that even he can- 


not learn the circulations of the 
separate magazines. “The only 
way to get the figures for 9 maga- 
zine is to get a job on it and be 
put in charge of deliveries,” 

No enterprising pulp publisher, 
however, need be kept very long 


in the dark as to hig rival's Buc- 


ceases. He- can, and he does, 


. check on circulation at strategic 


points with the help of local dis- 
tributors. The distribution men 
report on the number of sales and 
number of returns of any maga- 
zine the publisher may want to 
keep an eye on. Evory publisher 
has this espionage service, and go 
circulation is no sceret to the top 
men in tho trade. But to the oute. 
sido it ts an impenetrable mystory. 
In any caso, it is woll known in 


‘the busincas that Love Story Ma- 


gazine, publlahed for seventeen 
yoars by Stroot & Smith, tops tho 
field by a fairly wide margin, Var- 
fous eatimatesa placo Love Story’a 
circulation at figures varying 
from 92,000 to 850,000.

Each of these four ig edited by 
& woman, Only one man editor— 
Leo Margulies of Thrilling Love - 
nad Popular Love—competes with 
them, and he is not far behind. 
Daisy Bacon of Love Story, Amita 
Fairgrieve of All Story, Jane 
Littell of Luve Book and — the 
bimonthly Romance, and Rose 
Wyn of Love Fiction and Ten- 
Story Love-—these women know 
thelr jobs. Their magazines fol- 
low the ever-shifting cditorin] 
styles as deftly ag their clothing 
changes with the tides of femin- 
Ine fashion, They exhibit a femin- 
ine thriftiness, too, in getting 
storics at half the rates the men’s 
pulps pay, 

It is accepted by the editors of 
the confession magazines that the 
bed must precede the marriage, 
as if this were a natural rather 
than man-made law; and when 
this Inw is violated (in the con- 
fess story), the evil Fates always 
xet wind of it, and there's hell to 
pay, including penance. In the - 
breezy, story the final marriage is 
happy just because the bed pre- 
ceded the ceremony: the theme of 
the breezy story is the intensity 
of the heroine’s passion.

‘derella of the love pulps is good 


and therefore happy; the con- 
feasion lady is bad and therefore 
unhappy; breezy’s heroines are 
bad but happy.

Who are the three million peo- 
ple-who read the love pulps? In 
general, they are women whose 
lives are cast into a mould of dull 
routine—factory girls, house- 
wives, domestics, shop girls, oflco’ 
workers, In the love pulps these 
girls find “life og they'd like ‘to 
live it.” 

These readers possess no fertile 
imaginations; their dreams must 
be written out for them. Tho 


.. dreams must not be too complex 


—motlvation must be simplified 
to merely instinct responses. It 
is this inviolable rule of simpli. 
fication which gives the pulp 
story its mark of triteness, Tho 
cliche and the famillar complica- 
tion are neceasities, not lapses, 
They are symbols which the read- 
er can easily grasp; they enable 
the reader to understand a story 
without thinking it out, 

Only a few years ago the ro- 
mantic impulse in the young wo- 
man in all popular fiction was res- 
tricted to the maternal, leading 
to acts of tenderness and self.

_It is, it scoms,. vory important, But 
Lean well imagine the reficxions 
of my readers, whon I inform 
them: that these rights, of which 
everyone spgaks as if they knew 
what they were, purely and simply 
do rfot exist, since no one is cap- 


able of defining them. . 


The case is so pecullar that it is 
well worth examining. Nothing 
proves more clearly the decline of 
our European civilisation. For the 

. purposes of ‘discuaaion, it is neces- 
sary to #0 'back to histary. 

For reasons which would be too 
long to explain, naval war eacaped 
up to the sccond half of the ninc- 

" teenth century the regulations 
which, from the beginning of the 
eighteenth century until'the world 
war, were applied to war on land 
in order to render it more humane. 
It was only in 1856 that the Pow- 

: ers signatory to the famous treaty 
of Paris undertook to observe In 
naval warfare three principles: 

1. Property embarked under 3 
neutral flag must be respected, ex- 
cept in the case of contraband of 
war; 

2. Neutral merchandise under #a 
enemy flung cannot be confiscated: 

3. A blockade is compulsory for 
the udversary and the neutrals 
only when it is effective! The fictl- 
tious ‘blockade, of which such 
abuse-was made in the wars of the 
Revolution and of the Empire, 18 
no longer admissible, 

Since that dite, ib was an under- 
stood thing that all civilised States 
would maintain these three prin- 
ciples in a naval war. But many 

points remained — ill-defirted and 
undecided; and the Powers were 
not agreed what was meant by 
contraband of war. In 1909, the 
great Buropean aeu-Powers, Japan, 
the United States, Spain and the 
Netherlands met in conference 
and drafted the famous London 
Deelaration—a veritable code of 
naval warfare, conceived and 
worded in an admirable apirit of
